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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR

Wherever I turn these days, there's an EAC 'flavor' to the general numismatic 
press, as well as other specialty journals. . .There was Hugh Cooper's Coin World 
essay’on the continued utility of the cent (December 7, 1988); then the reprin- 
ting of Hugh's "Christmas Vignette" and Henry Hettger's piece on the 1830 N-9 
in the December Numismatist; Cooper again in the Winter issue of NBS's The Asy - 
lum, making the point that the coin interest remains the primary one in numis- 
matic book collecting; and then EAC'er David Lange's fresh look at the real 
"young numismatists" of today, as printed in the January 3, 1989 issue of 
Numismatic News (Thanks to Roger Case at Krause Publications for a six-month 
complementary subscription; the News really does offer a different, more locally- 
flavored perspective on the coin hobby). 

With this issue of P-W, we welcome some new contributors, as well as some who've 
not appeared in these pages for many issues. I'd particularly call your atten- 
tion to the lead article by Tom Reynolds; while presented in Tom's typical under- 
stated way, this is a very significant addition to the data concerning rarity. 

While we all have opinions on the matter, and while dealers typically evolve a 
subtler 'feel' for what's as rare as the conventional wisdom has it, and what isn't , 
I know of no one else who has meticulously logged in thousands of early coppers 
as they were attributed, over the past twenty-odd years, as the basis for keeping 
a running count by variety. This issue's article, on half cent rarity, is the 
first in a new series planned for the pages of Penny-Wise in 1989. 

Elsewhere in this issue, Pete Smith offers further compelling evidence for his 
conclusions about the S-48 reverse die; David Fanning traces the history of the 
Libertas Americana medal, antecedent of the Liberty Cap design on our early Fed- 
eral coinage; and Walter Breen submits not one but two letters to the Editor, on 
matters of early cent interest. 

Also, Rod Burress presents an update on EAC '89 in Cincinnati. Based on the time 
I had there for my first EAC, back in 1982, I can heartily recommend it to you 
potential first-timers (the regulars don't need any encouragement ! )— and with all 
due respect to our considerable California contingent, there's no more central 
location for an EAC Convention, if you consider the geographic distribution of 
our membership. It also appears from Rod's report that the EAC Bourse is firming 
up nicely, to go with an exceptional Sale; now, I ask again for your help in put- 
ting on a comparable Educational Forum. Thusfar, the suggested topics have been 
scant, and the volunteers to speak have been nil.

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EXAMINING THE CURRENT RARITY RATINGS 


PART ONE: HALF CENTS 

Tom Reynolds 

I became interested in half cents and large cents in 1965. After acquiring a 
few pieces, it became obvious that a method of recording information for each coin 
would be necessary for future reference. I decided using 3x5 cards would be 
compact yet allow enough space to record much information. The following information 
is recorded: 

1. Denomination (either half cent or large cent) 

2. Date 

3. Variety 

4. Current rarity rating 

5. Sharpness grade 

6 . Net grade 

7. Striking characteristics 

8. Where obtained 

9. Date obtained 

10. Purchase price 

11. Current value 

12. Pedigree or Condition Census information 

13. Inventory control number (for example, for 1798 S-166, the first piece 
purchased is 1, the second is 2, etc.) 

14. Date sold 

15. Selling price 

Over the years I have owned thousands of half cents and large cents. As a 
consequence, I have thousands of 3x5 cards. Cards for coins in my inventory or 
collection are kept in one location while cards for coins that have been sold are 
kept in another location. In addition to having the information on each coin at 
my finger tips, the cards also provide data on my experience with the varieties' 
relative rarity, which may differ from published rarity ratings. Also, I can tell 
what varieties are common by rarity rating but scarce in better grades. 

During my 20 year association with EAC, information has been freely provided 
to me. Therefore, I would like to share my information with the membership. 

Some cautions concerning the data are in order. As a dealer in early copper, 

I buy the popular varieties (overdates, error fractions, 15 stars, etc.) in all 
grades and they are placed in 2x2 ' s after preparing a 3x5 card. The common generic 
varieties in low grades are usually not logged into my 3x5 card system but are 
sold "loose" in pick-through boxes at so much per coin. Also, consignment coins 
are not logged in. So the data is biased toward scarce, popular, and better 
grade coins and is biased away from common low grade coins. 

The information will be provided in a series of articles over the next 
several issues of Penny-Wise , starting with half cents.

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My half cent data is pretty much as would be expected. The scarce varieties 
(R5 and higher) are generally not available. The early dates are usually not 
available in better grades. The 1794 C#4a should probably be an R2, while 1800 
C#i should be an HI. The 1804 C#9 should be an HI. The 1811 C#1 should be an 
R3+ while the 1811 C#2 should be R2 . The 1825 C#1 should be R2 . All varieties 
of 1828 should be Rl. The 1832 C#3 should be R2+. Note that 1849, 1850, 1856, 
and 1857 are tougher to locate but are not scarce. I was somewhat surprised to 
discover that the best 1804 C#13 I have owned was an AU50. This very common 
variety is apparently not generally available in MS grades. 


Two final caveats are in order: My half cent data may be skewed by the 

fact that I deal much more in large cents. Also, half cent specialists tend to 
trade coins among themselves so the coins do not enter the open marketplace as 
often.

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OBSERVATIONS ON THE STARRED REVERSE CENT 
Pete Smith 

The November 15, 1988, i issue of Pennv-Wise included an exchange of letters 
relating to the Starred Reverse Cent. In one letter Q. David Bowers suggested 
a forum to present opinions relating to the coin. I am happy to present some 
of my opinions and would welcome similar comments from others. 

BACKGROUND; In 1984 Walter Breen presented a paper at the American 
Numismatic Society "Coinage of the Americas Conference." He discussed the use 
of device punches and logotypes in the preparation of dies for the cents of 
1794. Walter described a dream (6-2-84) where he compared 1794 dies using 
superimposed slides. One of his conclusions was that the reverse die (FF) used 
for S-63 was later reused (W) for the S-48. The paper included this statement: 

"A more surprising and paradoxical instance of drastic retooling is that 
of the F all en 4, S-63, which was softened, reground, (making berries 
s mall er) , lowest right leaf strengthened, left stem lengthened and other 
minor retouchings made, and altered in the border to add 94 partly 
overlapping stars, creating the Starred Reverse, S-48." 

This concept that reverse W and FF of 1794 represent the same die is what 
I call the Breen/Collins/Hodder theory. I believe they have all reached the 
wrong conclusion in this case. 

Walter Breen's accomplishments are monumental. He is probably the 
greatest American numismatist of all time. I consider Walter to be a friend 
and treasure the times we have spent together. 

Jack Collins wrote the text for the catalog of the Robinson Brown 
collection. It repeated the Breen theory. In 1986 I had the opportunity to 
read a draft of the catalog. I talked with Jack and explained why I disagreed 
with Breen. He was not convinced and chose to publish the Breen theory. 

The Brown sale catalog has been described as the best auction sale catalog 
ever produced. Much of the credit belongs to Jack Collins. His dedication to 
perfection is well known. 

In 1988 the catalog of the Norweb collection also included reference to 
the Breen theory. The text was written by Michael Hodder. I wrote to Hodder 
and told him of my disagreement with the theory. His response indicates that 
he considers what he wrote to be a scientific observation of facts. 

I have never met Michael Hodder. I don't know how familiar he is with 
early copper. I appreciate his reference to my courtesy and gentlemanly 
letter. I hope I can continue in that manner. 

The theory is a conclusion reached by three respected numismatists. I 
want to be very clear that I am attacking the theory and not the 
qualifications, intelligence, or integrity of any of these individuals. 

I do not believe the Breen/Collins/Hodder theory! I published a rebuttal 
in The Storv of the Starred Reverse Cent . I will restate and expand on the 
reasons I disagree. 
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DENTirT.Rq: Breen described the reverse dies with this statement from 

Walter Breen's Complete Encyclopedia of U. S. and Colonial Coins . 

"The regular border serrations were enlarged, in some instances partly 

overlapping the stars." 

I don't accept this! Reverse FF (S-63) has 91 denticles; Reverse W (S-48) 
has 83. These are evenly spaced around the edge of the die. Polishing or 
strengthening would not have changed the number. For this to have occurred, 
the original denticles would have to have been completely removed, the stars 
would have been added, and a new set of denticles would have been cut. 

Removing enough metal to delete the original denticles would have also removed 
the lettering and wreath from the rest of the die. It would have been a blank 
steel cylinder like any other incomplete die. 

CRKrrFTR nor; The center dot served a purpose in the layout of a die. A 
compass and scribe would have been used to lay out the location of letters. 
Fi nal die polishing usually removed the scribe marks and also may have removed 
the center dot. 

Reverse FF has no center dot; Reverse W shows this dot. While the center 
dot served a purpose in the creation of a new die, there would seem to be no 
purpose in adding it to an old die that was being redone. 

RECUTTING: In the ANS article Breen states that the die was reground, 

making berries smaller. This implies removal of only a small amount of metal. 
Most of the original die features would remain. 

Die features appear in the die as metal is cut away. Impressions are also 
made with a punch that pushes metal aside. Punching a feature a second time 
does not remove the original image but rather leaves a second image. Metal is 
never added. There was no way to erase an existing design feature unless all 
the metal around was removed. 

There are many examples of dies with recut letters or strengthened detail. 
We know dies have been recut because of evidence left on the dies. We can see 
the signs of overpunching as outlines around the letters or other features on 
the coin. There are no such signs of recutting or overpunching on reverse W. 
This looks like a new die. 

DESIGN DIFFERENCES: Any two dies from the same year probably look 

more alike than they look different. Books published for large cent die 
attribution indicate the differences that can be observed. We learn to look 
for a few diagnostic features that make each die unique. 

Breen reached his conclusion that the dies were the same based on his 
examination of slides that were superimposed. He believed that the two dies 
had identical features. He believed that any differences were introduced when 
the die was reworked. He mentions minor changes including strengthening the 
lowest leaf and lengthening the left stem. 

I used black and white transparencies enlarged three times the size of the 
coins and photographs from various catalogs. The conclusion I reached was very 
different. I believe there are too many differences which would not have 
occurred during recutting. 
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Reverse W; found on S-48 Reverse FF; found on S-63 

The photographs show these differences in the reverse dies: 

1. Re: the outside leaf under I of UNITED. On reverse W this leaf covers the 
vine; on reverse FF it is totally clear of the vine. Neither die shows any 
sign of recutting near this leaf. 

2. Re: the inside leaf over 0 of ONE. On reverse W this leaf points up away 
from the 0; on reverse FF it points down toward the 0. Polishing the die would 
not change the position of the leaf. 

3. Re: the outside cluster of leaves under 0 in OF. On reverse FF all three 
leaves are strong. The center leaf is longer than the leaf near the vine and 
extends well beyond the 0. On reverse W this leaf is shorter than the inner 
leaf and ends even with the left side of 0. 

4. Re: the leaves over N of ONE that almost touch. On reverse W they are 
alligned at higher angles than, on reverse FF. On reverse W the last leaf on 
the right points toward the center top of T of STATES; on reverse FF this leaf 
points toward the left base of T. 

5. Re: the inner leaf under the first A of AMERICA. On reverse W this leaf is 
close to the vine; on reverse FF it is more distant. 

6. Re: the inside leaf near the base of E of ONE. On reverse FF it is strong, 
wide and ends well above the base of E; on reverse W this leaf ends almost even 
with the base of E. 

7. On reverse FF the letters TES are evenly spaced with a vertical S. On 
reverse W the E is closer to the S and closer to the rim. The S leans to the 
left. 

8. On reverse W the tops of NT of CENT are even. On reverse FF the right top 
of N extends above the T. 
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9. Re: the berry under the first T of STATES. On reverse FF this berry is 
strong, distant from the vine and centered under the T. On reverse W it is 
very weak, near the vine and under the left base of T. Polishing could make 
the berry weaker but would not change its position. 

10. Re: the inside berry under 0 of OF. On reverse FF it is strong on a long 
stem that extends well beyond the leaf below. On reverse W it is weak, has no 
stem and is tucked in well short of the end of the leaf. 

11. Re: the outer berry nearest F in OF. On reverse FF it is well distant 
from the vine. On reverse W it is quite close to the vine. 

12. Re: the inner berry under M of AMERICA. On reverse W it occupies a wide 
space between the leaf and vine. On reverse FF there is no berry in this 
position; the space between leaf and vine is considerably narrower. 

13. Re: the right ribbon. On reverse W it starts at the top of the knot and 
extends at an angle toward the rim. On reverse FF it misses the knot entirely 
and starts from the edge of the right bow loop; it drops almost vertically to 
touch the fraction bar. 

14. Re: the left ribbon. On reverse FF it emerges from the top of the knot. 

On reverse W it also emerges a second time above the knot. 

15. Re: the fraction bar. On reverse W it is shorter and ends short of the 
ends of the denominator. On reverse FF it is longer and extends to the edges 
of the denominator. 

I believe all these differences are significant enough so that they can be 
seen on side by side photographs of the coins. There are other small 
differences seen on the superimposed transparencies that would be more 
difficult to see on individual coins. 

CONCLUSION: In his letter of October 28, 1988, (P-W XXII/129) Hodder 

stated: 

"...the Norweb S-48 was not catalogued by a journalist, whose job is 
simply to report what he has heard or seen; but rather by someone who was 
aware of the differences of opinion surrounding its origin and who had 
summed up the evidence for himself. While all scientific facts are only 
hypotheses not yet disproven, they are customarily presented with all the 
force of the conviction of their adherents. I was as unequivocal in my 
description of S-48 as any other researcher should be expected to be." 

I am also aware of the differences of opinion and have summed up the 
evidence for myself. I believe the hypothesis (the Breen/Coll ins/Hodder 
theory) has been disproven and I have stated my opinion here and in my book. 

Since this is supposed to be a forum for discussion, other opinions will 
be appreciated.

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THE FUGIO FILES 


PART FOUR 

Michael McLaughlin 

In Part Four of the Fugio Files we will cover Types Ten (10-G) , Eleven 
(.10— T, 10-00) , and Seven C11.-A) in their entirety, as well as Reverse L of Type 
Four. Obverse 9 and Reverses P, Q, and S from Type Six will also be discussed. 

This leaves Type Eight (15-Y) and Type Nine (12-Z, 19-Z) as the only two small- 
population types of Fugio Cents still to be covered. Please refer to Penny-Wise 
#127, July 15, 1988, pages 218-9, for a complete listing of Fugio Cent Types by 
die pair. 

The other die marriages which remain to be covered in future articles fall 
into the two types of Fugio Cents determined by the reverse label orientation of 
UNITED/STATES (Type Five) or STATES/UNITED (Type Six) . These two types account 
for fully two-thirds of the total Fugio Cent population, and include eleven 
obverse dies and more than twenty reverse dies not yet discussed in this series. 

With the Norweb III auction now history, and the Fugio Cent collection con- 
tained therein dispersed, the catalogue plates are all that remain of a truly 
unique collection. The Norweb collection provided a significant surprise in that 
it enabled us to recognize that the "American Congress" pattern was generated from 
the 102-GG hub! The Colonial Newsletter issue #80 will contain an in-depth article 
on this, and other aspects of the Fugio Cent coinage.

THE LIBERTAS AMERICANA MEDAL 
David F. Fanning 


By far, the most beautiful cents of 1793 are the Liberty cap cents designed by 
Joseph Wright (Sheldon 12 through 16) , whose obverse portrait of Liberty was based 
on the Libertas Americana medal, designed by French engraver and designer, 

Augustin Dupre' . For a French medal, its influence on early American coinage 
design was astounding. 

This medal (listed in C. Wyllys Betts' book, American Colonial History as 
Illustrated by Contemporary Medals , as Betts-615) has been in the spotlight of 
American Numismatics since its infancy. In the November, 1867 issue of the 
American Journal of Numismatics (the first numismatic journal published in America) 
is an article entitled "Revolutionary Peace Medals" written by W. S. Appleton. 

The first medal listed is the Libertas Americana medal, described as follows: 

I. LIBERTAS. AMERICANA; in exergue 4 JUIL. 1776; on edge of bust DUPRE. 

A beautiful head of Liberty to the left, with hair loosely streaming 
backwards; over the right shoulder a pole, on which is a Phrygian cap. 

Rev. NON SINE DIIS ANIMOSUS INFANS. (Horace, Book III, Ode IV., 20 — ); 
in exergue 17 OCT. 1777 ■ on platform DUPRE F. The infant Hercules in 
his cradle s?rangling 8 ^wo serpents, while Pallas protects him, with a 
spear in her right hand, and in her left a shield charged with the lilies 
of France, against which a leopard is throwing itself. Silver, size 30. 

The dates on the reverse are those of the surrenders of Burgoyne and of 
Cornwallis. The idea was Franklin's and it was he who caused this exquisite 
medal to be struck. Sir William Jones aided him in the devices and supplied 
the mottos. 

There are also a few dozen lines of footnotes, which, while unnecessary to reprint 
in full, acknowledge the existence of two specimens of the medal struck in gold 
for the King and Queen of France . 

In the October, 1874 issue of the same journal is an article entitled, "The 
Washington Medals," also by W. S. Appleton. The Libertas Americana medal, 
although it does not depict Washington, is listed as number ten, using a similar 
description as before, adding: "This medal was struck in Paris under the direction 

of Franklin. See proceedings for 1869-70 p. 301." 
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As the Libertas Americana medal was acknowledged so early in American num- 
ismatic history as being significant, modern numismatists, especially collectors 
of early copper, should be aware of this particular medal and the role it played 
in the designing of early American coinage. 

The Libertas Americana medal was designed by the Franch engraver/designer, 
Augustin Dupre' 0-748— 18331 • The medal was struck in silver and in copper, and 
as noted above, two specimens were reportedly struck in gold for the King and 
Queen of France. 

The medal is 48mm. in diameter and 3.5mm. thick at the rim. The obverse 
legend LIBERTAS AMERICANA proclaims American Liberty. The symbolic scene on the 
reverse represents the American victories at Saratoga and Yorktown, and acknowledges 
the aid of the French in these English defeats. America is represented by the 
infant Hercules; the two serpents the armies of Generals Burgoyne and Cornwallis; 
while Minerva, representing France, is protecting Hercules against the advancing 
British leopard. The legend NON SINE DIIS ANIMOSUS INFANS translates "Not without 
the gods is the infant courageous." The F following Dupre's name on the reverse 
stands for "Fecit," Latin for "made it" (Also used on Continental Currency Dollars 
as EG FECIT and on the Gobrecht Dollars of 1836 as C. GOBRECHT F.). 

Benjamin Franklin is the man responsible for the creation of this medal, 
having conceived the idea while in Paris in 1782. Initially, he attempted to win 
support and financial backing for the medal through Congress, but to no avail. 

Not giving up, Franklin had the dies engraved and a limited number of medals struck 
in Paris on his own. 

These were distributed to politicians and dignitaries in both France and the 
United States as well as in other places. They proved to be so popular that Franklin 
was forced to order a second production run of the medals to satisfy demand. Each 
medal made during this second production run is distinguishable from the first run 
medals by the presence of a lump of raised metal directly below the 4 in 4 JUIL 
1776. Although the medals made during the second run are more common than the 
first, there seems to be little if any mention of this in catalogues, and it does 
not seem to affect their value. 

In fact, one of the mysteries surrounding this medal is the exact mintage. The 
commonly-quoted figures are usually around 50 struck in silver and 200-300 struck 
in copper. However, it is the opinion of several prominent authorities on tokens 
and medals that the actual figures are higher. Carl Carlson of Stack's reports 
having seen over 200 auction listings of the silver specimens, including eight in 
one sale. He feels that a more accurate estimate would be approximately 200 silver 
specimens and 500-600 copper specimens. 

At auction or in private sales, the Libertas Americana medals bring prices 
generally in the $1,000 range for copper pieces. In the Garrett Collection Sale IV, 
March 25-6, 1981, by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, a copper specimen described as 
"Proof with some minor friction and scattered light marks" brought $2,100. 

Its tremendous historical value, and the influence it had on the infancy of 
American Federal coinage, make the Libertas Americana medal an extremely important 
work of medallic art and a landmark in the history of Early American Copper.

- 47N28. Tom Reynolds uncovered an example with a rim 
break over ATE in STATES. 

- 48N34. J. R. Erankenf ield acquired a nice example from Stack's 
auction of the Oechsner collection. It is virtually mint state, 
with only a trace of rub on the highest points. It was called 
60+ in the sale and is the second finest known. The top three 
are 63 (Starr : 591— REN) —60 (JRF) -40 (WCB— DNB-REV) . Wes Rasmussen also 
has a mint state example, but it is over 50% off center and is not 
included in the census. 

A new edition of Common Cents has been distributed by J. R. Frankenf ield . 

This pamphlet lists the late date cent collections of over 60 EAC members. 

Although the computer program jumbled the listings for 1855, this pamphlet is 
still a very valuable reference document for all collectors of late date cents.

The auction catalogue for Jack Robinson's half cent and large cent collection 
has been distributed by Superior Galleries. Despite a few minor photo paste-up 
errors in the catalogue, the sale (29-30 January 1989) should be a real Happening 
for the copper collecting fraternity.

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A CLOSER LOOK AT THE 1808 C-2 AND 1826 C-l HALF CENTS 


Frank Wilkinson 

In my 1985 review of Walter Breen's Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents , 

I mentioned that one could see details and extraneous marks on the plated coins 
that one couldn't see on average specimens. This was due to both the high quality 
of the plates and the exceptional condition of the plated coins. In that review, 

I mentioned a die mark to the right of the date on 1808 B-2 (C-2) , which also 
shows on the very rare 1808 B-l (C-l) die marriage, indicating that the mark was 
in the die before any 1808 half cents were struck. Remembering that mark, John 
Wright and I took closeup photos of the date area of a high grade 1808 C-2 in the 
Missouri Cabinet. In studying the photos, I thought I saw the bottom half of 
an additional 8 directly to the right of the date, A further enlargement was made 
and, sure enough, another 8 was punched to the right of the date. I still cannot 
identify the stray mark along the right-hand margin of the "ghost 8"; if anyone has 
any further ideas on the subject, or if you disagree about the shadow of a third 
8, please write me. 



I'd also like to raise the possibility that a Fourteen Star half cent, of 
sorts, exists for 1826. It has long been thought that the area of heavy die scratches 
to the right of the date on the 1826 C-l half cents covered some errant punch de- 
vice. Perhaps a digit or star hides under this crude attempt at "erasure." Recently, 
John Wright and I were photographing some half cents in the Missouri Cabinet. When 
John examined the Proof 1826 C-l, he remarked, "There's a star under there." So we 
took a closeup picture of the affected area, copied below. What is YOUR opinion?

A North Central Regional Meeting was held November 25, 1988 at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Dearborn, Michigan, in connection with the annual Michigan State 
fall show.

Though no formal program was planned. Bob Matthews acted as chairman and did 
a commendable job. After the usual introductions and statements of collecting 
interests, it was very apparent that half cent collectors predominated. We were 
asked to share our 'finds' from the bourse floor; however, not much was mentioned. 
There was talk of a dealer having a double-struck half cent, and I found a 
circulated S-123, but beyond this the finds were limited. 

There was some lively discussion of recent major auctions and the prices 
coins have been bringing. A number of questions were asked, with no readily- 
apparent answers forthcoming. . .such as, at what point will collectors be priced out 
of participating in auctions? To whom can these high-priced coins be resold? Are 
dealers really going to keep high-priced copper as part of their inventories? 

Next, we heard more about the two major copper collections coming up for sale. 
Jack Robinson's collection should be a Something-For-Everybody Sale. With the 
whole spectrum of grades represented, and many varieties in duplicate , this promises 
to be a collectors' auction. Bob Matthews expanded on his collection sale, stating 
that it will be held by Superior in early June, and will include early and middle 
date varieties, all from his collection. He said that while half cents will be 
included in another part of the same auction, these will not be from his collection. 
He also shared pedigree information on the large cents that will be in the sale, 
and added that grading for the catalogue is to be done by Del Bland. 


If you've not yet received your copy of the Jack H. Robinson Sale Catalogue, 
an order blank is included in this issue; contact Superior at once. Further infor- 
mation on the Matthews Collection Sale should be available at a later date. 
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Finally, the show-and-tell coin was presented by Bob Matthews: a 1794 S-48 

Starred Reverse. 1 hardly let anyone else look, at itJ Will this piece be included 
in his sale? You'll have to ask Bob. Our meeting ended when Security had to lock 
up because our room was adjacent to the bourse floor. I suppose no show is ever

REPORT OF THE! DECEMBER MID -ATLANTIC REGIONAL MEETING 

Ed Masuoka 


The December Mid-Atlantic EAC meeting was held at the Commonwealth coin show 
in Lanham, Maryland on Saturday, December 3, 1988. 

No speaker had been scheduled for the meeting, so after the customary intro- 
ductions, Mike Packard started things rolling by passing around two colonials. 

The first was a VF Fugio cent (Kessler 16N1) which was an unlisted late die state. 
The second was a VG Massachusetts cent with transposed arrows reverse (Ryder 2F) . 

A high rarity 6 variety, this coin is even tougher to purchase than some rarity 
7 Mass, cents because it is listed in the Red Book and is easily identified. 

Burnett Anderson discussed legislation in Congress which was drafted in such 
a way that, if enacted, might permit the purchase of colonial coins for IRA's. 

Jack Collins reported that the text and condition census for the Breen 
Encyclopedia of Large Cents had been completed. When asked when the photography 
would be completed Jack responded that it was on hold. When asked if this was 
due to the reluctance of collectors to have CARE applied to the surfaces of their 
coins. Jack replied that this was not the problem and gave a brief explanation of 
what he thought were the reasons for reluctance on the part of some collectors 
to have their collections photographed. Jack went on to illustrate, with photo- 
graphs taken before and after applying CARE, how CARE can enhance details useful 
in illustrating die states on black and white photographs. Asked about Breen's 
numbering system for the Sheldon numbered varieties and NC's, Jack said Walter 
had decided to use the obverse number-reverse letter convention, as in 1793 1A 
(obverse 1 paired with reverse A) . 

Jack Collins and Roger Cohen discussed the costs of printing the Cohen and 
Breen half cent references and the number of copies printed of each. Cohen's 
second edition cost $7. 00/copy and 3000 copies were printed. The Breen Encylopedia 
averaged $13/copy and 7500 copies were printed. Both Jack and Roger agreed that 
publishing a half cent book was no way to get rich. 

A question was raised about mail bidding at major auctions. Jack Collins said 
that many auction houses try to discourage mail bids by under-grading coins. This 
serves several purposes. It avoids returned coins since most coins sell to the 
floor. Further, since the prices of most coins exceed the pre-auction estimates, 
the consignors are invariably pleased with, the results of the auction. On the other 
hand. Jack indicated that some auction firms will list coins at the grade specified 
by the consignor rather than lose the opportunity to auction the coins. Jack also 
stated that Stack's has a longstanding policy of auctioning a coin at the same grade 
it was sold as in a previous Stack's auction. Taken together, these .factors make 
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it difficult to determine whether a particular auction lot is over- or under- 
graded. Since these problems, are often coupled with legitimate differences 
between ANA and EAC grading. Jack advised everyone to attend auctions personally 
or bid through- a trusted and knowledgeable intermediary. Everyone present agreed 
with Jack's advice. 

The meeting ended with the announcement that Roger Cohen was contemplating 
doing another half cent reference entitled American Half Cents: Advanced . At 

our next Regional EAC meeting he plans to discuss this project in detail. At 
this meeting he gave a brief sketch of how this, book might differ from his previous 
references and the Breen Encyclopedia .

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THE HER BERT M. OECHSNER SALE: A COMMENTARY 


Chris Victor— McCawley 


The recent auction of the Herbert Oechsner collection was remarkable not only 
for the quality and extent of the collection, but also for the diverse results of 
the sale . There were essentially four distinct collections of interest to EAC ers 
the Half Cents, the Large Cents, and the Hard Times Tokens which were sold the 
first night, and the Colonial collection which- was sold the second night. 

Attendance at pre-sale lot viewing was relatively sparse. There were none of 
tHe long waiting lines to view lots we had seen at the Hy Halpern sale of a few 
months ago. Many of the principal Half Cent and Large Cent collectors, though 
probably represented by agents, were absent in person. Many of the Hard Times 
Token and Colonial collectors not only were there in person but had come in a week 
early to view lots. Thus the lot viewing rush was avoided. But also missing was 
some of the pre-sale atmosphere ... that mix of gossip, deal-making, wowing, bluffing 
and positioning, the buzz that gives everyone an idea, or at least the impression 
of an idea how the sale will unfold. 

The first night of the sale was well attended. Prices on the whole were 
moderate to strong, but definitely not outrageous or incredible, superlatives 
descriptive of prices at the Halpern sale. The Half Cents were not a significant 
collection in terms of the number of specimens, as there were only thirty lots. 
There were many significant pieces, however. For example, the 1796 No Pole, a 
nice VG, opened at a mere $8000, eventually going to a Pennsylvania dealer- 
collector at $13,500, presumably as trade bait. (For those of you not familiar 
with this term, it refers to an item not needed for the buyer's collection but one 
that might serve as a lure to effect a trade for a specimen that is needed. This 
is a common practice, as often mere money will not provide sufficient leverage to 
bring about the acquisition of a very rare piece, whereas another very rare piece 
will prove sufficiently attractive. For example, the owner of a VF 1808 C-l, 
should one become available, might be completely unmoved or possibly even insulted 
by the offer of money for his Treasure. But set a nice '96 No Pole on the table... 
well, now you're speaking the same language]) 

The 1802 C-l Reverse of 1800 went to the same Penn. Dealer at $9000, this 
time as agent for an Ohio dealer. A nice 1808 C-2 1808/7 described as AU50 but 
generally conceded to be EF by those present was bid up to $5000 by NY dealer Tony 
Terranova for a client. 

The Large Cents started with a nice F15 S-3 Chain which brought $5250, not 
including the buyers commission, to the same NY dealer, this time for stock. The 
S-7, a nice attractive net F12, went to Del Bland bidding on behalf of a Florida 
collector for $6250. I was the underbidder on this particular coin, a nice smooth 
tan specimen. The mint-made planchet striations were much more distracting in the 
plate than on the coin. The S-14, a nice black— and-tan coin net VF25-30, went to 
the same agent for the same collector at $9500. The nest of a southern California 
dealer was .feathered with Lot 36, a beautiful brown and golden tan S-19b, at $8000 
plus, 'juice.' The S-48 went at a bid of $3750, executed on behalf of a Maryland 
dealer. The nice VG10 Jefferson Head went to the same Ohio dealer as the '02 C-l, 
and the S-272, a nice F12, went to the purchaser of the S-3, again apparently both 
for stock.. 
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The early dates brought: strong prices compared to a few years ago but not 
crazy prices. Many of the most important pieces went to dealers, unusual in an 
important sale such as this. 

The middle dates were represented by many superb specimens. The '16 N-3, 
a full AU55, went for $4QQQ to Del, again bidding for a Florida collector. This 
seemed like a very strong price as this piece was. only a few points finer than 
the Halpern specimen which realized $1700. Lot 82, a nice '18 N-l, went to Don 
Valenziano bidding for a Kentucky middle date collector. I bid in the '22 N-4, 
a lovely MS60+ coin, for a Northern California client at $2100. The '22 N-7, an 
attractive cent of virtually mint state sharpness but cleaned and recolored some 
time ago, thus now no better than AU50, but still equal to the finest known for 
the variety, also sold at $2100. The '23 N-2, a nice EF45 , opened and went to the 
book at $3000, as did the ugly '24 N-5 at $900. The '34 N-6 triple profile, indeed 
a nice mint state coin, went to a Florida collector of CC items. Some lots later, 
Del bid in the AU '37 N-l 4 at $875 for a Kentucky collector (the one that didn't 
buy the '18 N-l earlier) while I bid in the nice '37 N-16 for an Ohio collector. 

There were many nice late dates, the pricing of which continues to remain a 

mystery. For instance, the finest '45 N-13 listed by JRF is AU55, but a nice 
MS60+ here went for only $850, to Doug Bird bidding for a Minneapolis collector. 

A beautiful full red '47 N-10, third finest known, also went for $850 — about the 

same price a common type coin of this quality would bring. I chased the '48 N-34 
high R6 , probably the second finest known, up to $1400; it went to Florida via 
Del. A superb red and brown Gem '53 N-23, the finest known, opened to the book 
at $1050. I tested the book's sincerity with one bid before letting it drift 
away at $1200. These prices seem a little low to me. As a dealer, I can't afford 
to tie up capital waiting for the scarcity of some of these late date varieties 
to be recognized. Andby saying that, I don' t mean to imply that some supposed- 
rarities are not overpriced already; some are. But when a CC 1847 is bringing 
just a slight premium over a '53 N-25 in the same grade, something's not right! 

For some of us, the end of the Large Cents meant a return engagement at the 
Carnegie, the only Deli in America where a $7.95 corned beef sandwich serves four. 
But others stayed for the Hard Times Tokens. It was rumored that the collection 
had been "creamed" prior to its consignment and cataloguing. . .At least sixteen 
pieces known to have been in the Tilden collection were missing from the sale. 
Several higher grade spcimens known to have been in the collection were apparently 
replaced by inferior coins. However, there were still 139 varieties, most of them 
in exceptional condition, to be offered. 

Hard Times Token collectors are somewhat circumspect in their bidding, so I 
won t attempt to retrace What went Where, save to note that one wag suggested 
that the sale be renamed Drs. Bob sale, as a substantial portion of the rarities in 
the sale went to a California physician Bob S., and a substantial number of the 
Choice Uncs went to an Ohio physician Bob S. I won't speculate as to the profound 
significance of this coincidence, but have you ever seen both Bobs in the same 
room at the same time? 


Perhaps the finest specimen of the sale was the first to go, a very choice 
EF Low #1 at $5500, a strong but still reasonable price. Lot 460, a Low #2a and 
the Adams plate coin, brought a very, very strong $1150, showing that Hard Times 
Token collectors will pay for pedigree to at least as great an extent as Large 
Cent collectors. Lot 486, a slightly hairlined example of Low #57, a very scarce 
variety but expected to bring $1500-2000, brought a whopping $6000; while lot 491,

Low #62a, a specimen strike from an earlier state of the dies than a typical 
business strike example, and therefore a legitimate contemporary piece rather 
than a restrike, brought a bid of $4000, more in line with its condition and 
rarity. I should point out that at a sale such as this all the major players 
are represented. I offer here my opinions of relative value based on conversations 
with acknowledged experts such as Steve Tannenbaum. The reader will, I'm sure, 
consider the opinions of the collectors, as expressed by their bids, just as 
carefully . 

Occasionally a token is collected by more than one group of collectors. For 
instance, lot 513, a low-grade but problem-free example of Low #87, desired by 
both Hard Times and Civil War token collectors as the only non-Civil War period 
token issued by Oliver Boutwell, a prolific issuer of Civil War store cards, 
brought $4200. The usually popular Feuchtwanger composition tokens were somewhat 
soft. Two examples of Low #118 brought $1400 and $1150. The rare Low #119, a 
very lightly cleaned proof, brought $4250. This was not one of the better speci- 
mens known, as all specimens of this variety were struck as proofs. In contrast 
to Low #62a, this is likely a restrike of 1860s vintage; (perhaps C.W.T. collec- 
tors should stake a claim!). Still, the last specimen to change hands, about 
five or six years ago, brought approximately $10,000 more than twice as much. 

This example was expected to bring more. 

In general, the sale was very strong and brought record-breaking prices in 
many areas. Rarities like Low #139 dark EF at $1700, and Low #149 VF at $3200, 
brought strong prices. High quality also performed well: Low #30 Gem BU, pro- 

bably finest known, at $1300; Low #150, a nice AU at $4200; Low #151 AU at $1400; 
and Low #155 AU at $3000, brought multiples of expected prices. This sale 
should do much to strengthen the Hard Times Token market. It will be some time 
until we see its equal. 

Not since the John Roper sale has anything close to the Oechsner collection 
of Colonials crossed the auction block. Close to 500 lots of Colonials, most of 
them choice or rare or both, were offered. The collection of state coinage was 
probably the finest to be offered since the Pine Tree Sale. The highlights of 
such a sale are too numerous to mention them all. Be assured all the major 
players were there. If there were rents to be collected, commodities to be traded, 
or oil wells to be drilled they would have to wait. Even the curator of the famous 
basement collection was there. 

The New England Shilling, about equal to the Roper specimen, opened at 13. 5K 
and was hammered down at a healthy $22,000 to a California agent bidding for a 
well-known collector. Lot 928, an excellent example of the Willow Tree Shilling 
and also the Noe plate coin, brought $38,000 $10,000 more than a superior speci- 

men brought in Roper. Lot 944, an uncirculated Noe 11 Pine Tree Shilling, opened 
at $2000 and was bid up briskly to $15,000. One of the few lots to go to the 
book, lot 972, a Higley three pence, broad axe, opened at $9000 with no floor action. 
This lot was not quite as nice in the copper as the photo might indicate. The 
next lot, a nice EF Voce Populi farthing, inspired considerable action and was 
bid up from $800 to a hammer price of $1300. A few lots later, a choice EF45 
Pitt token brought a remarkable $2400. An outstanding Chalmers Shilling graded 
choice Unc . , lot 987, was bid to $5250. . .Seems like a better deal than a choice Unc . 
St Gaudens twenty at 5K, but maybe I'm just stupid.

Some beautiful Massachusetts copper was highlighted by lot 1014, the finest 
known example of Ryder 4-J, hammered down to dealer Don Valenziano at $5000 for 
stock. The Connecticuts were truly incredible. Lot 1042, a mint state 1786 
M.3-D.9, was bid to $11,000. An EF Hercules Head M.5.3 N went to $4250. A 
beautiful mint state 1787 M.48-g.5 R6 brought $15,000, with several bidders still 
in at over $10,000. An incredible M.3-b.l in mint state opened at $1400 and was 
eventually hammered down at $12,500 to dealer Anthony Terranova for his personal 
collection. Tony also purchased what was to me one of the outstanding coins in 
the sale, an absolutely flawless 1786 Vermont RR9 Baby Head. This issue typi- 
cally comes on flawed planchets; fissures, corrosion, and striations are the 
rule. A beautiful problem-free Baby Head like this is an incredible rarity. 

The finest known is the Redbook plate coin which was stolen years ago and has 
never been recovered. Lot 1334 is the second finest known. $4500 will sound very 
cheap ten years from now. 

There were many rare New Jerseys and these brought prices commensurate with 
their rarity. Lot 1251, a 1786 M.16-J R6, brought $1700. Lot 1263, a 1786 
M.21-R R7+ in VG, brought $2800. But the really remarkable results were realized 
by common varieties in choice middle grades. An EF M.43-D is by no means a 
rarity, but Lot 1283 realized $950. M.46-E commonly comes in higher grades, 

yet here a nice EF coin. Lot 1286, brought $1250. M.50-F Horses Head Left is a 

scarce and popular variety. It is quite unusual to find an example in nice con- 
dition. Perhaps $2500 for a nice VF will seem reasonable in a few years. 

A sale like this is bound to stimulate new interest in Colonial coinage. So 
we can probably expect prices to rise a bit as a result of the sale. One thing 
is certain: It will be years before a comparable collection is offered at auction. 

By then, the strong prices in this sale will again be seen as bargains.

THE NORWEB SALE, PART THREE 
Tom Reynolds 


Part III of the Norweb Collection was auctioned by Bowers and Merena in New 
York City on November 14-15, 1988. Session One included the large cents in this 
fabulous collection. It was generally assumed that the large cents did not match 
the quality and depth of the half cents auctioned more than a year ago in Part I, 
so I did not plan to attend the sale. Then the catalogue arrived and I saw that 
the sale would include many desirable pieces in high grade as well as rare 
varieties. Even though I was scheduled to have a table at the Silver Dollar Show 
in St. Louis, MO on November 9-13, I decided to make the trip to New York City. I 
was also scheduled to have a table at the Central States Fall Show in Dayton, OH 
on November 17-20, so some tricky planning would be necessary to attend all three 
events . 

I drove from Omaha to St. Louis on November 8th so I could attend "Dollar 
Dealers Day" on the 9th. Although the Silver Dollar Show has a heavy emphasis on 
silver dollars, in reality it is just another large coin show so I was hopeful of 
cherrying some neat copper. Sadly, it was not to be. Out of 300 tables, I was 
able to purchase only a handful of decent coppers during the entire show. 
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While in St. Louis, I shared a motel room with my good buddy Chris McCawley . 

He also planned to attend the Norweb Sale so we made arrangements to travel 
together. At the close of the show on Saturday the 12th, we drove to the St. 

Louis airport where we parked my vehicle. A late flight on TWA put us at LaGuardia 
at 11:15 P.M. After a long delay (45 minutes), we gathered our bags and headed 
for the taxi stand. (Later I learned that a "sniffer dog" found a suitcase 
containing 140 pounds of marijuana on our flight, thus causing the delay.) An 

uneventful taxi ride put us at our hotel where we joined California dealer Doug 

Bird, who was sawing logs when we knocked on the door at 12:45 A.M. 

Auction lot viewing began at 10 A.M. on the 13th at the St. Moritz, so we 
arrived at 9:15 to "sign up." Few people were on the list ahead of us, so my fears 

of not being able to see the coins started to vanish. By 10:00, a large crowd had 

gathered. It then became apparent that the list we had signed was for new 
arrivals, for at 10:00, a list was read of those holding seats from the previous 
day and they were admitted. Next, the names of the new arrivals were read, until 
all of the approximately 40-45 viewing stations were filled. At that point, Chris 
McCawley was still number .1 on the waiting list with Doug Bird number 2; I was 
number 3. Then it was announced that a small table was being added for two people. 
Guess who moved from number 3 to number 1, which did nothing for my seeing coins! 
Now my fears were soaring. What had started out as a pleasant Sunday viewing coins 
turned into a long nightmare of waiting until 4:30 when a seat became available. 
Since viewing closed at 6 P.M., I knew I would have to move quickly. 

There were 334 lots of large cents which were contained in five half boxes. 

It was soon evident that having a seat did not ensure viewing coins. The long wait 
began again for a box to become available. By the time boxes were available, the 
flips had been handled so much that it was difficult to "see" the coins. By 
closing time on Sunday, I had not viewed many coins but at least I knew I would 
have a seat for the 9 A.M. start of viewing on Monday, the day of the sale. 

Getting a box on Monday was still a problem but by noon, I was making good 
progress. Over the lunch hour, the Bowers and Merena staff finally "saw the light" 
and split each box of 60 coins into two boxes of 30 coins each. While it speeded 
up afternoon viewing, by that time the damage had been done. Hard feelings could 
have been avoided with better planning. 

The cataloguing was quite good, with Denis Loring doing the grading and 
providing the pedigrees. The new format showing sharpness and net grades was 
very encouraging. 

The first session began at 7 P.M. on the 14th. It soon became apparent that 
better grade coins with few problems would bring big prices. Lot 2686, an XF40 
1793 S-3 Chain brought $18,700 (all prices mentioned include the 10% buyers fee). 
Lot 2689, an AU50 1793 S-5 Wreath brought $15,400. Lot 2697, a nifty XF40 1793 
S-14 Liberty Cap brought $26,400. Lot 2703, an AU50 1794 S-26 brought $7,975. 

Lot 2713, an XF45 1794 S-44 brought $7,040. Lot 2715, a F12 1794 S-48 Starred 
Reverse went for $13,200. Lot 2738, a beautiful AU50 1795 S-77 went for $6,600. 

Lot 2741, a conservatively graded XF45 1796 NC2 went for a bargain $18,700. With 
a little TLC , I believe the coin would be a full AU50. Lot 2760, a nice MS63 1797 
S-123 headed south for $11,550. Lot 2771, a decent AU50 1798 S-161 went to my 
collection for $2,530. Lot 2884, a beautiful MS60+ 1800/79 S-194 went for $9,900. 
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Middle Dates were not forgotten, with Lot 2870, an MS60+ 1818 N9 going for $3,080. 
Lot 2884, a beautiful Proof-63 1822 N10 went for $19,800. Lot 2898, a super MS63 
1827 N4 went for $8,250. Lot 2906, a nifty Proof-63 1830 N10 stayed in New York 
for $16,500. Lot 2946, a Proof-64 1840 N2 went for $8,250. 

After the large cents were hammered, a group headed for the famous Carnegie 
Deli for sandwiches and cheesecake .. .and to discuss the lots acquired and those 
missed. A count showed that 48 lots went to my number, with a few for my collection 
but most for inventory. 

The next morning (Tuesday the 15th) , I caught a TWA flight back to St. Louis 
to pick up my vehicle. I arrived just in time to miss a big rainstorm that surely 
would have delayed or diverted me. Once I was on the road again, I headed for 
Indianapolis to spend the night, continuing on to Dayton the next day. 

All in all, I was satisfied with my purchases at Norweb III and added many 
new coins to my inventory. Now I am looking forward to the Jack Robinson Col- 
lection Sale, to be auctioned by Superior Galleries on January 29-30, 1989 in Los 
Angeles .

THE NORWEB SALE 
Chris Victor-McCawley 


Editor's Note : You guys who think the dealers get all the breaks, take a close 

look at the first few paragraphs of this gem, and think again I 

At 6:30 P.M. I boarded a TWA jet at Gate 36 in New York City's Fiorello 
LaGuardia airport. I believe "fiorello" means something on the order of "little 
flower," but I think most visitors would find that name's association bo be dis- 
sonant with their experience of LaGuardia airport. 

At 7:30 the pilot came back on the intercom. "Ladies and gentlemen, it looks 
like we'll be delayed just a little bit longer. Please be patient. You won't 
gain any time by deplaning and transferring to the 7:30 flight. If you'll be 
patient, we'll be on our way just as soon as possible..." 

About a half hour later we were indeed at the top of the runway. Looking 
out I could just see the 7:30 flight, a small speck soaring off into the distance. 
I'll spare you my comments on the tasty gruel we were served for supper, or on 
the genteel manners of the staff, and instead skip right to the two and a half 
hours spent in turbulent circling of the St. Louis airport while thunderstorms 
and tornados raged below. 

The captain again came on the intercom: "Ladies and gentlemen, it looks like 

we have just enough fuel left to make it to Kansas City, so if you'll be patient 
with us ... " 

About an hour and a half later we were circling Kansas City; "Ladies and 
gentlemen, it seems we weren't the only ones re-routed to Kansas City, but if you'll 
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just be patient we should be cleared for landing soon." Sure enough, only an 
hour later we were on the ground. "Ladies and gentlemen, if you will just be a 
little more patient, we should be refueled and on our way back to St. Louis 
momentarily ..."

Well to be frank, at this point I began to draw certain parallels in my mind 
between the airline's statements and the types of statements currently popularized 
by Joe Izuzu. It was already about Midnight, Kansas City is about three hundred 
miles closer to home than St. Louis, and besides that, some quick figuring con- 
vinced me that if it was possible to leave New York City, circle St. Louis for 
two hours, and travel on to Kansas City, it was also possible to leave Kansas City, 
circle St. Louis for another two hours, and still make it back to New York. I 
suddenly rediscovered a long-forgotten desire to visit Kansas City. I retrieved my 
briefcase from the overhead bin and went forward to communicate with the stewardess. 

"Sir, we will be refueled and on our way back to St. Louis momentarily," she 

said . 


"Sure, Joe. ..I mean yes, ma'am, but I'll get off here if you don't mind." 

"There is no transportation to the terminal; we'll be on our way in a minute." 

"Oh, I don't mind the walk," I said truthfully. 

The stewardess went to talk to the captain, and a while later a gate became 
available . 

TWA was kind enough to put me up at a downtown hotel for the night. After 
a twenty-five dollar cab ride, I found myself at the Capri Motel, eighteen dollars 
a night, twelve dollars for three hours. The lock had been torn off the door of 
my room by some earlier patron, but the careful positioning of a couple of chairs 
gave me the piece of mind to take a quick shower and catch a few hours' sleep. 
Bright and early the next morning, another twenty-five dollar cab ride got me back 
to the airport for an une:ventful flight back to Oklahoma City. At home my two 
boys had made me a poster with smiling faces and the words "welcome home Dad we 
missed you"; my wife Alice had a pot roast in the oven and had baked a plateful 
of chocolate chip cookies. After a week from home they were all a very welcome 
sight. Which goes to show that, however hard the trip, you have to arrive home 
before you can put it in perspective. 

Several days before, I had experienced a similar trip. Arriving at 9:30 A.M. 
Sunday in the upstairs lobby of the St. Moritz Hotel, N.Y.C., where lot viewing 
for the Norweb Sale part III was to take place... Many were left to cool their 
heels on the runway, while those who had been there the day before got on the 
"7:30 flight" and breezed right in. Others waited in the lobby, and waited, and 
waited. Even once we got underway, the trip proved to be less than ideal. 

To begin with, it was almost impossible to view the coins through the extra 
thick vinyl flips in which they were housed. Many of the Early dates had been 
burnished or otherwise impaired, and at least in my case, progress was considerably 
slowed while I tried to come to some judgment of the coins' surfaces. There was 
constant fighting over the boxes. Over three hundred Large Cent lots had been 
crammed into five boxes. Moreover, lots were shown not only for each day's session 
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but for the whole sale, as well as for the Silberman sale which was to follow. 

The temporary workers hired to show the lots did, by and large, an excellent 
job under difficult conditions and are to be commended. 

One other thing I feel obligated to mention. Some of us had been in viewing 
lots for quite some time, waiting for others who had been immediately behind us on 
the sign-up list to be ushered in. Seats became open and were filled — but not 
always by the first name on the list. I don't think any of us want to be put in 
the position of having to rely on the recognition of our face or our name to be 
treated well. I have been at viewings where prominent collectors have waited 
patiently, and with no ill will, for their turn to view lots. I don't think a 
strictly egalitarian attitude would offend anyone. Am I being naive here? I 
know that every major auction house does pretty much the same thing. If Martin 
Paul wants to view lots an office will be made available. Still, two years ago 
at the Robbie Brown sale, Larry Goldberg made it his business to know the names 

and greet personally virtually every viewer at the sale Regardless of who they 

were, or were not. Millions of dollars worth of business have come Superior's 
way as a direct result of the good will generated by that sale. By way of 
contrast, I know there were hard feelings here. And the normally celebrative EAC 
atmosphere was missing. 

Perhaps I am being overly critical. I realize that some of the difficulties 
above were really unavoidable. Others, like the thickness of the flips., were 
simply matters of practicality. Normal flips would have fallen to shreds after 
one day. On the plus side, the cataloguing was excellent. There was the 
occasional disagreement about grades — nothing unusual about that. The coins, 
though, were consistently, completely, and accurately described. Defects were 
mentioned as a matter of course and not glossed over. The material itself was 
superior to what had been expected, with only a couple of notable exceptions 
which I will mention in due course. There were many, many important coins. 

By 7:00 P.M. Monday night, the atmosphere had improved considerably. The 
fxrst really choice lot, #2689, a choice AU50 S-5, brought $14,000 (all prices 
are hammer prices and do not reflect the 10% buyers premium). A few lots later, 
lot 2694, a nice VF30+ S-llb, equal to the seventh finest known, brought $4600 
to a Florida collector. Lot 2697, a 1793 S-14 which I judged to be exactly EF40 
as described, with choice color and surfaces, brought a strong $24,000. I bought 
in lot 2709, an attractive F15 S-35, for a California collector at a more-than- 
reasonable $1400. This coin could have easily brought $2500. And I should men- 
tion that two dealers with bids in the $2000-range cancelled their bids so that the 
collector's bid could prevail. Dealers aren't always just out for themselves, guys 

There was a bit of controversy about lot 2726, the Lord St. Oswald S-67. 

The coin was technically very close to mint state. However, at some time a lamina- 
tion had been pried out of the bust above the date and a repair was attempted. 
Surely this detracted from the coin, but to some extent the illustrious pedigree 
could be called upon to offset the defect. This was a Lord St. Oswald Cent, surely 
no worse than net EF45/AU55, equal to the eighth finest known. A very slightly 
finer specimen sold at Halpern for over $7000. We must have been napping when the 
hammer fell at $2900 to a Florida collector. The G6 S-68, lot 2728, the Hays 
discovery specimen, proved that pedigree was still worth a premium by selling for 
$800 to the same California collector as the S-35. Lot 2738, a superb S-77, 
exactly AU50 as described, brought $6000 to a California dealer for his personal 
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collection. That the dealer had grown considerably enamored of this coin was 
common knowledge. The applause that greeted the capture of his prize was sincere 
and affectionate. 

Three lots later * THE COIN * came up: the virtually perfect 1796 NC-2, 

graded EF45 by the cataloger and every bit of that, possibly even finer. This 
is an absolutely incredible coin. There is nothing else even close in the CC. 

It was assumed prior to the sale that a well-known California collector would 
buy THE COIN. He was there to bid on it in person. Surely, this Cent deserved 
to be in his Collection. Only token opposition was offered as lot #2741 sold 

for $17,000. Considering that earlier this year a choice mint state Isabella 

Quarter, one of perhaps several hundred similar specimens, brought $28,000, this 
unique specimen seems undervalued. Undervalued, though not, I think, under- 
appreciated . 

I had bids to execute for an Ohio collector on two other 1796 Draped Busts. 

The VF30+ S-93 with perfect reverse, lot 2749, came for $2500, while the S-113, 
lot 2755, a decent VG10, came at $1050, which was well under my limit. I bought 
the very nice Finet S-116 for stock at $950. I thought this was significantly 
nicer than the RSB S-116, also graded F12. I'll show this one to Del at the 

next Long Beach, perhaps after a few Dr. Peppers and dinner at the Queen. 

I didn't especially like the mottled red color of the undeniable MS63 or 
better S-123, lot 2760. But what do I know — it brought $10,500 to one of the 
investment boys. My friend Tom Reynolds, a devotee of 1798 Cents, just raised 
his hand and closed his eyes on lot 2771, a beautiful AU55 S-161. He opened 
them in surprise when the bidding stopped at $2300. I was successful in buying a 
1798 myself: lot 2777, an AU55 S-179 equal to the sixth finest known for the 
variety. Why only $1700? This is a tough coin in higher grades. Meanwhile, 
lot 2794, a truly wretched, ugly, and mutilated S-218 brought an astounding $3400. 
Considering that a truly nice F12 S-218 brought less than $500 more at Robbie 
Brown only two years ago, one has to wonder what such a coin would bring today. 

We should find out soon, as Jack Robinson was the buyer at Robbie's Sale, and 
his collection will be auctioned by Superior in late January. 

Many of the nicer 1802s and '03s had been heavily burnished. But the Classics 
were pristine. My favorite was lot 2855, the S-291 choice AU, with lovely color, 
equal to the fourth finest known. Appreciation was rewarded with possession at 
$ 2100 . 

Among the middle and late dates there were several important coins. Lot 
2881, the '21 N-l, was actually a nice MS63 business strike. It brought in the 
neighborhood of $6000 anyway. The nice brown MS60 '24 N-3, lot 2889, brought 
$4200. A few lots later, the breathtakingly beautiful faded mint red MS63 '27 
N-4, lot 2898, brought an equally breathtaking price: $7500. The shock must have 

distracted everyone, as I bought the next three lots, including the '27 N-12, lot 
2901, at $1300 — a little more than half my maximum bid. This coin had a dispropor- 
tionate number of tiny marks but the sharpness of EF 40 and a nice glossy tan 
planchet. A lesser coin in RSB brought $2200 two years ago. My luck continued to 
hold as I purchased lot 2902, the nicest example of '28 N-10 I have seen. Graded 
MS63 with lovely sea green and mint color, this lot was hotly contested by both a 
Florida collector (later to buy the '34 N-7) and the California buyer of the '96 
NC-2. My Northern California client was ultimately successful at $3800. Four lots 
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later, our favorite New York actuary proved that his interest in the Norweb Cents 
went beyond the mere cataloguing of them. The superb proof-63 '30 N-10 opened at 
$3000. A bid of "fifteen!" was immediately entered with sufficient gusto to settle 
the issue. "Is he for real?" I heard someone behind me whisper. Well, that 
question in its various forms has been asked for years. But in the limited sense 
it was asked here, the answer came only a few lots later, when the same buyer pur- 
chased the '33 N-4 at $27,000 plus juice. This particular coin, lot 2914, struck 
me as a somewhat indifferent Mint State '33 N-4. I felt that this was a specimen 
strike — clearly struck at least three times but with no real proof surface. Then 
again, after paying close to 30K, the new owner is certainly entitled to his 
opinion. I hope we will be able to see some of these coins again, out of the 
plastic . 

The brilliant proof '34 N-7 came as somewhat of a disappointment. No doubt 
that it was brilliant and full red. But it had quite a few hairlines and a 
carbon spot. Perhaps I am being overly critical, as the mirror surface accentuates 
the slightest defect. Still, I preferred the Robbie Brown sale coin for overall 
attractiveness. This specimen was purchased by a Florida collector at $32,000, a 
record price for a middle date Cent. It should go well with the bronzed proof 
specimen he already has. Since he cherrypicked the latter as an EF at $60, this 
puts him into the two at an average of $17,630. Not too bad. We're talking about 
a REALLY spectacular pair of cuff links here! 

Lot 2925, a brilliant MS63+ 1836 N-4, was significantly nicer than the Halpern 
specimen of this variety. I had been the underbidder on that coin, which sold for 
$1200. I entered a stronger bid here but wasn't even in the ball game. ..It sold 
for a very strong $3200. The next really, really nice coin was a pristine proof-64 
'43 N-14 . This was a really beautiful coin. It brought $8000. I bought one lot 
for my personal collection, #2961, a beautiful '47 N— 23 intermediate die state 

graded MS60. This is one of the few late date varieties I consider to be rare 

One of the finest known, a real beauty. Rub on the ear?. . .What rub on the ear? 

Thus went the first session of Norweb III. But lest we dismiss the second 
session entirely, let me mention at least one nice early Cent that sold the fol- 
lowing afternoon. That was the choice mint state 1792 Silver Center Cent. Lot 
3392, it opened at $25,000, and after intense, excited bidding was hammered down 
at $130,000. I thought I saw a head of red hair up toward the front of the room 
shaking in happy excitement, though possibly in dismay. I prefer to believe the 
former. It was quite a ride. And I'll happily admit that the final destination 
was surely worth the trip.

I arrived early at the local Fort Worth, Texas show in late October, knowing 
that I could get in before it opened to the public. Once in, I looked around 
to see who was there, and it was largely the same old crowd. I started at the 
first row and went down, and then up the aisles. I saw a face that was unfamiliar; 

I asked the dealer where he was from and received the reply, "the Carolinas." 

I asked if he had any copper and was told that there were two people in front of 
me. While awaiting my turn, I noted several other EAC members present. Then I 
was called for my turn to look. 

The first coin I picked out of the box was a 1796 Draped Bust Large Cent. 

The obverse had the 96 close with 6 leaning sharply right, and the reverse had a 
double leaf, though one leaf is partially obscured by a heavy dig. I laid the 
coin down and continued to look through the box. The prices for the most part 
were outrageous, considering the net grades one had to assign. I found nothing else 
in that box, so I asked for any other early copper, and was handed a junk box which 
contained around twenty large cents. There was an S-166 which had a nice reverse 
break but a cleaned obverse, and an 1800 overdate which had been harshly cleaned. 

I chose to purchase these, and handed the '96 to the dealer, asking his price, 
which I gladly paid. 



Once I got home, I compared my coin to the Penny Whimsy plate of NC-1. The 
obverse matched except that the 1 & 7 on my coin are wiped out due to heavy swel- 
ling. The reverse had the right stem pointing to the center of the final A, the 
final S of STATES is distant, and the N in CENT overlaps the E. It took some time 
for me to finally attribute the 1800 as an S-195 because of wear and strike. I will 
say that I agree that 1800 is the hardest early date to attribute. But my biggest 
joy had to be finding the 1796 NC-1. 

The following Monday, I called Chuck Furjanic to ask him to verify my find at 
lunch. He came out, carrying Penny Whimsy , and asked for the coin. After a few 
minutes' study, he agreed it was an NC-1. Then I asked him to grade the coin. He 
graded the coin's obverse VG-8 and the reverse a solid VG-10 before the damage, 
with an overall net grade of AG-3. 

At the recent Dallas Coin and Stamp Exposition, Larry Briggs graded the coin 
net Good-4, Chris Victor-McCawley net AG-3, Anthony Terranova net AG-3, and finally 
Jim McGuigan at Fair-2. I agree with Chris's comment on the grade: "Who cares? 

It's an NC . " 

This is the first time I have found anything of value since I joined EAC in 
March, 1987. Now I am more interested than ever, because I know there are still 
rare, unattributed large cents out there, waiting to be found by knowledgeable EAC 
members .

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MAJOR PHOTOGRAPHIC RESEARCH PROJECT ANNOUNCED

A research project which will attempt to photograph all significant large cents 

(1793-1839), half cents, and possibly some Colonials and tokens has been under- 

taken by Bill Noyes. The project involves taking individual 5x8 color photos of 
each coin with obverse and reverse in the same photo. Each photo also has a unique 
registration number. I hope to photograph ALL early and middle date cents which 
are in the top 10-12 and/or have "famous" pedigrees as well as ALL major rarities 
(S-48, S-264, S-272, etc.) and ANY rare die states. I will also gladly photograph 
ANY coin you wish taken for whatever your reason. All coins are photographed under 
the same lighting, focusing, etc. and produce uniform pictures which can be compared 

for identification and research purposes. At present, I have taken over 1500 photos 

and have over 30% of CC pieces for Sheldons and middle dates. I will have samples 
available at F.U.N., Jack Robinson's Sale, Long Beach, and E.A.C. in April. This 
project needs the cooperation of every owner of nice copper to succeed. The goal 
of the project is ambitious — 350 Sheldons and 250 middle dates x 12 equals 7200 
photos — add half cents and significant non-CC pieces and you get nearly 10,000 
"possible" coins; but 1500 are already taken, and many more can be done with the 
help of very few collectors. I look upon this as a 5-10 year project and never 
expect to photograph the last significant coin, but I do hope to get a large percent- 
age . 

Now the bad news — this project costs money! ! You will be charged $80 per 12 
coins, for which you will receive 2 each of 12 (24) color photos, 5x8. The coin will 
also be permanently "registered" and a copy of the photo kept on file. The identity 
of present owners will always be kept strictly confidential. I believe this is 
cheap for high quality photos--after all, most the coins are worth $1000+!! 

Why should you participate? 

1. To help create a lasting record for future generations of copper collectors, 
which will aid in research, pedigree keeping, and census compilation; 

2. Security — you can now enjoy and compare photos while your coins stay 
safely in the bank; 

3. Insurance purposes — it is much easier to insure coins represented by high 
quality photos and, heaven forbid, if you should suffer a loss, much easier 
to prove what you lost; and 

4. By purchasing photos of "famous" coins you can enjoy the "Hines 99" or 
"Finest Known S-48" for a bargain price. 


I am asking for everyone's support — first by having your own coins photographed; 
and second by buying photos of "famous" coins to keep the project financially sound. 

I will have my camera at Long Beach, E.A.C. , and A.N.A. If you have only a few 
coins, bring them along. Anyone with a large number of coins, please contact me 
first to arrange a convenient time and place. Please write or speak to me at a 
coin show; do NOT phone as I am rarely available.

Over the past decade, a proliferation of incidents that run the gamut from 
theft by deception or stealth to outright armed attacks indicate that today's 
criminals recognize no one as "innocent," and that injury and even loss of life 
are seen as acceptable ways to gain numismatic material. 

Because of the demonstrated willingness of criminal elements to use violence 
to obtain marketable coins, all coin collectors are subject to attack. The threat 
is no longer confined to highly-visible targets such as big dealers and million- 
aire investors. Therefore, each EAC member must develop a personal security 
program to protect not only his property, but also his family and himself. An 
awareness of the hazards and the practice of "Crime Prevention" procedures are 
adequate for most people, but EAC members travel widely and in so doing they lose 
much of the knowledge and control of their surroundings that provide safety at 
home and at work. As over half the reported incidents occur when the victim is 
either in his car or moving to or from it, every collector should know how to 
protect himself and his vehicle. 

Generally an attempt is made to isolate the collector suspected of carrying 
coins or cash in a parking lot, or on a dark street while he is getting into or 
out of his car. Failing that, thieves will try to disable the car either by 
sabotaging it where the car is parked or by causing a delayed breakdown (they hope 
the car will then fail in an isolated area where they can stop to "help" you) . 
Finally, if you live some distance away, robbers may simply follow you and wait 
for you to stop at a restaurant or even to use the restroom — anything that will 
give them time to break into your car and take your coin cases or even the whole 
vehicle. Many of these problems can be prevented by the use of a little common 
sense . 

Parking your car in a secure lot or using valet parking will allow you to 
enter or leave it with little chance of attack. If you must park on the street, 
find a well-lighted area to leave your vehicle. Do a visual inspection of your 
car as you approach it: are the tires all up? are there any signs of forced 

entry? If you even suspect something is wrong with your car, don't get into it. 
Seek help from security personnel (a good example is when you find your car 
unlocked and yet you know you locked it). Don't fumble around finding your keys 
and getting into your trunk when you leave a coin show. Have your keys in hand 
so you can be in your car and gone before watchers can react. 

Protection against tampering involves installing defensive equipment in the 
car to include: alarm systems; locking gas caps; steel-belted radial tires; and 

an inside hood latch (if your car doesn't have one). If you think you could have 
serious problems you might want to consider: a screen over the end of the exhaust 

pipe; reflective glass that prevents observation from outside the car; and a two- 
way radio or a car telephone for emergency communications. 
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Other measures to improve your automotive security include: keeping your 

car properly maintained; keeping the gas tank at least half full; keeping car 
doors and windows locked; installing oversize mirrors on both sides of the car; 
and occasionally using a different car to avoid being identified by your vehicle. 

Of course since someone might try to force you off the road, defensive driving 
measures apply. These include: using seat belts; traveling on busy streets where 

if you are stopped someone is sure to notice; driving close to the center lane 
to reduce the chance of being forced off the road; knowing and using "safe" spots 
if you feel you are followed (a police station, a fire department, or even a 
military base). Whatever you do, if you are followed do not drive home . And don't 
forget the simplest of all precautions for the car: limit access to your keys. 

Air travel presents its own problems. Here are some tips, keeping in mind 
that the less time spent at the airport the better: to avoid prolonged exposure 
at check-in counters, you should purchase your ticket in advance; if your ticket 
agent does not offer seat selection and boarding passes at the time of purchase, 
you can reserve your seat by calling the airline on which you are flying and picking 
up your boarding pass at the departure gate (all the airlines have phone numbers 
for seat reservations); check your baggage at the curb service booth so that you 
can go directly to the departure gate; use plain-looking luggage, and stay away 
from patches, logos, and decals on your luggage or briefcase; travel in conservative 
clothing; adjust your arrival time for your flight to reduce waiting, and spend 
extended layovers at locations other than the airport; do not carry valuable 
material with you if you can avoid it, but if you must, select a window seat — they 
are less accessible for pickpockets. 

Protective measures for hotels include: choose a high-quality hotel as close 
as practical to the show or auction you are attending; avoid street-level rooms as 
they are easily accessible; keep the door locked and chained while you are in your 
room, and do not admit strangers without identification; keep the drapes closed and 
the lights on, so you can come and go without advertising the fact; do not openly 
answer hotel paging because this will identify you to any observer; keep your room 
keys on your person at all times; if the hotel has security guards, learn how to 
contact them; and vary your arrival and departure times, as well as the hotel 
entrances, elevators, and stairwells you use, to make it more difficult for anyone 
to intercept you. 

Why all this trouble to be nondescript and to come and go before people can 
talk with you? Well, coin collectors have proven particularly vulnerable to 
robbery attempts when they travel to coin shows or auctions. This is due to their 
ready identification (to include name tags and location) , the monetary value of 
the material that is often in their possession, the fact that coins are difficult 
to legally identify (particularly when lots are broken up), and too often, their 
poor security awareness. The above suggestions are attempts to reduce risk based 
on how criminals select and identify their victims. They use things like: 

^ ' Ident ification by perception of importance . These perceptions are based on 
the image of wealth or importance presented. People who fall in this category 
include: owners of expensive automobiles; people who wear lots of gold jewelry; 

and official-looking people (people who carry briefcases; people who have assist- 
ants; people who ride in the back seats of autmobiles) . 
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2. Identification by name . Names of coin collectors and dealers are shown on 
name tags at shows and dealer placards. Obviously this is a problem for dealers 
because they advertise to get business. 


3. Identification by recognition . Many collectors are targets because of their 
ease of identification. For example, their unusual speech or appearance, or 
distinctively obvious behavior may identify them as targets. A collector can 
also become a robbery victim accidentally if he is with someone who is targeted 
by a thief, or if he is simply there when the robbery takes place. While such 
an accident is only a remote possibility, becoming a target of opportunity is 
possible. To avoid this, you must understand how not to look like "easy prey." 


Although I don't know that it is an "official process," and it may take the 
would-be thief only a few seconds, still "prey" is evaluated according to: 


1. Risk versus success . The best target is one that offers little risk and a 
high probability of success. For example, a young athletic person has little 
risk of being caught if he snatches a briefcase from an older overweight man 
who has set it down and is trying to hail a cab. (This has happened outside 
coin shows) . 


2. Victim softness versus victim hardness . A "soft" victim is accessible to 
attack, predictable in his behavior, and unaware (not security conscious) . A 
"hard" victim is difficult to attack (his home and car are protected against 
entry and tampering) , he is not predictable in his movements or habits, and he 
is aware of his surroundings and alert to possible trouble. 


3. Ease of attack versus monetary reward . The complexity of a robbery influences 
the thief's evaluation. Generally a thief will not attack a "hard" target unless 
the monetary reward is very high. 


The measures that an EAC member takes are his own decision. He should choose 
those that are most appropriate for himself and his family under existing 
conditions. Strangely enough, the best way to protect yourself is to enjoy your 
trip by sharing it with another collector or friend. Sharing rooms, coin booths, 
and transportation is not simply a cost-saving factor, but a realistic way to 
make yourself a less tempting target. So when you are going to a show or auction, 
invite a friend along. Even most robbers would agree with the proverb, "When you 
are hungry it is foolish to hunt a tiger when there are plenty of sheep to be 
had."

I 
tried to get it done for the January issue, but wanted a few people to review it 
before publishing, so all I can do at this point is say it's active —

I'm writing to add some comments for the January issue of P-W . . .that pertain 
to the upcoming Jack Robinson sale of half cents. These include comments about 
pedigrees, attributions, and coins plated in half cent reference. 

Lot 1867, the 1794 C--6: The pedigree is Bob Bender — Fred King — Frank 

Wilkinson---Jim McGuigan — Ron Guth — Jack H. Robinson. 

Lot 1869, the 1794 C--8: The pedigree is Frank (not Fred) Wilkinson 

(cherried on the bourse of the 1977 ANA from Mid American Coins) 
to Jim McGuigan — Jack H. Robinson. 

Lot 1888, the 1797 C--2, ex-Weber — Midwest Collector: the coin has been 

graded MS-60 by its two previous owners. A grade of 50 would 
be extremely conservative, and a far cry from the VF-25 grade 
listed in the catalogue. 

Lot 1891, the 1797 C--3c. Roger Cohen gave me permission to use his hame 
in saying he verified this specimen as a partially-gripped 
edge, which has not been mentioned in the descriptions of the 
coin in either the '86 EAC Sale or, now, the JHR Sale. The coin 
was originally cherried by Richard Shimkus. 

Lot 1912, the 1804 C-4: The specimen is plated in Breen's Half Cent . 

Encyclopedi a for State III. I believe Ron Guth acquired the 
coin from Bill Weber. 


All-in-all, it looks as though Jack had a fairly complete half cent collection. 
He collected very nice coins, but wasn't driven to extremes by condition, so 
that one won't have to be fabulously wealthy to acquire a few. 


One further note: I recently examined the two excellent examples of the 1797 
C-3a in the Missouri Cabinet, and both have a single raised grip on the edge. I 
hand't noticed this before, nor have I seen it mentioned in print. Would 
owners of the 1797 C-3a please look for a lump on their specimens and write me; 
my address is in my article in this issue.

From the photograph you supplied, your cent does indeed 
match 1799/8 S-188 State IV: die failure at R, heavy triple crack 
through RT and base of Y to rim opposite mouth; clash marks from 
bases of RIC above the break r. of T, and from A between TY. No 
other known obverse die of any date among the Draped Busts has a 
break exactly matching this one. Because I have not yet physically 
examined your coin, the above judgment is contingent on your 
coin's being a struck piece (to rule out the extremely remote 
possibility of its being a cast of the Garrabrant specimen, 
below) . 

Your coin is the fifth example reported with the break. All 
five are in low grades; pedigree list follows, subject to 
correction because Sheldon's account in EAC ( Early American 
Cents), p. 235, is vague precisely where it should not be.
